You won't believe this in- 


credible tale about what has 
been happening to local mail 
ever since the terminal and 
sorting section were moved 
from Hope to Oaklawn Post 
Office on the Texas side of 
Texarkana May 6—but an 
unimpeachable source swears 
it is tnie. 


Local mail addressed to 


another Hope citizen 
and 


deposited in the postal boxes of 
downtown Hope—including the 
box in 
front 
of the 
Hope 


Education Building (old Post 
Office)—is placed in a pouch, 
locked up, put on the mail truck 
and taken to Texarkana for 
"sorting" . .. then hauled back 
to Hope for deb'very. 


If there's a slipup anywhere 


along the line a letter may take 
three days for delivery across 
town. 


Hope Post Office has nothing 


to do with this comedy of 
errors—it, like mail patrons, is 
subject to the whimsical orders 
of the grand postal managers 
who are re-arranging handling 
procedures of what used to be 
called the Railway Mail Ser- 
vice. 


On second thought this foulup 


inside Hope's own boundaries 
ought to be consoling to the 
RED patrons in our trade area 
who have been putting up with 
two to four days delay in 
receiving The Star since the 
terminal and sorting section 
were moved 
to Texarkana. 


Misery loves company—that, I 
believe. 


We've heard nothing this 


week about how RFD points 
have been faring with their 
mail in this sixth week since the 
loss of the terminal. 
The 


primary 
elections 
having 


vanished into history we now 
have time to ask for an ac- 
counting 
by 
the 
postal 


managers. We'll 
probably 


publish a questionnaire asking 
how the service is today—and if 
it's still lousy we'll retain a 
lawyer 
and 
explore 
the 


possibility of returning the 
terminal and sorting section to 
Hope. 


Postal trouble is not unusual. 


People were experiencing it 100 
years ago. Calvin Marshall of 
Hope handed me a tear-sheet 
from Arkansas Gazette of 
Tuesday, June 
13, which 


reported the following item in 
its Other Days column, dated 
June 13, 1872: 


"The Daily Gazette is mailed 


each morning in time to go out 
on all the mail routes, and 
subscribers who do not receive 
it promptly should notify us of 
that fact at once. Subscribers at 
Benton, Hot Springs and on the 
line of the different railroads, 
•hould receive the paper the 
•une day it is issued. If they do 
not, on notifying us of the fact, 
we will have the matter 
remedied."

Parking Authority ordinance to be 
considered by Hope city directors 


At their June 27 meeting, the 


Hope city directors will con- 
sider an ordinance creating a 
Parking Authority here. At the 
regular city directors meeting 
Tuesday night, Gene Wilbur, a 
representative of Stephens, 
Inc., a Little Rock planning 
firm, explained that under 
Arkansas statures a city can 
issue bonds to finance the 
construction of parking lots; 
the bonds, in turn, are financed 
by parking revenue. There is no 
hike in taxes of local residents 
due to the sale of the bonds, and 
no vote by residents is required.

Authority is a preliminary step 
toward 
developing 
four 


downtown 
parking 
lots 


currently being planned in 
Hope's Urban Renewal project. 


City 
Manager 
Garland 


Medders told the Star this 
morning that the Parking 


Authority is a "vehicle to use in 
financing the construction of 
parking places." There is no 
vote of the citizenry required to 
approve the sale of the bonds, 
he said. 


The directors requested City 


Attorney James Pilkinton to 
prepare an ordinance creating 
such an Authority for review. 


In 
other 
business, 
the 


directors passed an ordiance 
approving the assessment of 
benefits to properities included 
in Sewer Improvement District 
No. 5. The district is set up to 
provide service to areas ad- 
jacent to the intersection of 
State Highway 29 and 1-30. 


The estimated cost of the 


project is $120,000 and will be 
funded with a bond issue 
scheduled 
over a 20-year 


period. 


In order to market the bonds, 


the total benefits assessed 


against the properties must be 
1.5 
times 
the 
annual 


requirement of principal and 
interest on the bond issue. This 
will provide extra funds so the 
bonds can be retired ahead of

Nixon to discuss

WASHINGTON t AIM

ident Nixon invited 122 mem- 
bers of Congress to the White 
House today to talk about arms 
curbs he initialed in Moscow 
and to question the somelimes- 
elusive Henry A. Kissinger. 


It was to be perhaps the larg- 


est congressional briefing ever 
scheduled for the White House 
and signified the latest admin- 
istration maneuver in a deter- 
mined search for Senate and 


Deaf/7 toll 
of flood 
released 


RAPID CITY, S.I). ( A P ) - 


"We're never going to find all 
the bodies," says the mayor of 
Rapid City, which is digging 
out from a killer flood that left 
more than 200 dead. 


Mayor Donald Harriett said 


Wednesday, "We'll probably 
find about 50 more bodies in 
the city limits and some bodies 
will be recovered hundreds of 
miles from here in the Che- 
yenne and Missouri rivers." 


Civil Defense officials set the 


death toll at 204 Wednesday. 


Barnett said he estimates 


about $100,000 in contribution.1; 
has been sent to Rapid City. 
The money, plus $500,000 in the 
city budget transferred from 
other projects which have been 
set aside, will be used to help 
families find housing. 


"There are 
2,400 unusable 


homes in Rapid City," Harriett 
said. "In addition, 300 mobile 
homes were totally destroyed 
and 300 others are temporarily 
unusable." 


Preliminary estimates of the

NEW YORK (AP) — Leon- 


ardo da Vinci, who painted the 
Mona Lisa and died more than 
400 years ago, seems likely to 
emerge as, if not television's 
man of the year, at least its 
man of the summer. 


CBS announced in March that 


it would present a five-part 
summer series dramatizing the 
life and works of the 15th cen- 
tury painter-inventor-architect- 
scientist. The programs were 
made for and originally shown 
on the Italian television net- 
work. CBS acquired 
them, 


frankly, because of the re- 
sponse to and prestige gained 
last summer when it broadcast 
"The Six Wives of Henry VIII," 
a six-part import from British 
television. 


NBC, earlier this month, an- 


nounced it would present an 
hour-long special called "I^on- 
ardo: To Know is to See" on 
June 20. 


Since the CBS series had long 


been scheduled for five con- 
secutive Sunday nights starting 
Aug. 13, this suggested a Ijevn- 
ardo competition.

Fans don't 
turn backs 
on baseball

When baseball's major league 


players conducted 
their un- 


precedented strike at the start 
of the season, there was con- 
cern that fans would turn their 
backs on the national pastime. 


Well, they haven't. In fact, 


attendance is up a bit, accord- 
ing to a survey by Harry Sim- 
mons, an administrative assist- 
ant to Commissioner Bowie 
Kuhn. 


The results, released Wednes- 


day, of the survey covering at- 
tendance through the first nine 
weeks of the season offer two 
basic conclusions: the fans are 
still coming out to the ballpark 
but attendance lost by the 
strike will hurt the owners. 


The survey compares playing 


dates through June 11 of this 
season with the corresponding 
number of dates in 1971, elimi- 
nating the attendance lost dur- 
ing the strike, which wiped out 
84 games. 


For those parallel periods, 


major league attendance in- 
creased by 
126,867—1.6 per 


cent—meaning more fans have 
seen games in person this year 
since the strike ended than 
went to the same span of 
games last year. 


But overall attendance has 


been hard hit by the strike, the 
survey shows. Because of the 
lost playing dates, 
1,419,240 


fewer fans have been to a 
game this year. 


Even if the 1.6 percent in- 


crease holds for the rest of the 
season, baseball can expect to 
have a drop of about 1.2 million 
for the entire year.

Dear Dr. Lamb —Would 


you please help us with our 
problem. My husband is 4fi 
weighs 140 pounds and is five 
feet six. He has a hernia in 
the lower abdomen. It js not 
painful and seems to be of 
recent origin. Does surgery 
seem the best correction and 
how permanent and limiting 
is the future? I read some- 
where about injections. Arc 
they safe? Is surgery under 
local anesthesia possible? 


Dear Reader—If your bus 


band does have the usual 
type of hernia in the lower 
abdomen, it is best corrected 
by surgery. Such a hernia 
really is a hole in the mus- 
cular wall of the abdomen 
where the cord of the testicle 
passes to the scrotum. This 
allows a loop of the intestine 
to slip out through the hole 
to form the hernia or swell- 
ing that you have noted. 


'rhe danger of not treat- 


ing such a defect is that the 
loop of intestine may 
be 


caught outside of the abdo- 
minal cavity underneath the 
skin and strangulate. This 
can shut off the circulation 
and cause gangrene of the 
bowel loop and other prob- 
lems. It is true that lots of 
people go a long time before 
having surgical 
correction 


but the hernia does not im- 
prove with time and the per- 
son's health does not im- 
prove with age. The usual 
type of hernia operation in 
the lower abdomen is a sim- 
ple procedure and well toler- 
ated by almost anyone ex- 
cept those with very severe 
health problems. 


I would think any proced- 


ure such as injections would 
be most unsafe and unsuc- 
cessful. 


You should talk to the doc- 


tor who does the surgery 
about what anesthesia is pre- 
ferable. Some hernias in the 
lower abdomen can be re- 
paired under spinal anesthe- 
tic. Some are done under 
local anesthesia. One sur- 
geon in Los Angeles has his 
patients walk out of the op- 
erating room. This varies 
with the patient's condition, 
the type of hernia and what 
the surgeon and his team 
are used to doing for the best 
results. This really is not 
major surgery, but it is very 
important surgery.
